Population. — The  Registrar-General  estimates  the  pop- 
lation  in  the  middle  of  1938  as  15,020,  an  increase  over  the 
figure  for  1937  of  240,  and  more  than  the  Census  figure  by 
1,279. 
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The  “natural  increase,”  i.e.,  the  excess  of  births  over 
deaths,  for  1938,  was  86. 

Birth-Rate. — There  were  224  births,  which  gives  a  birth¬ 
rate  of  14.9  per  1,000.  The  respective  figures  for  1937  were 
188  and  12.7. 

Death-Rate. — There  were  138  deaths,  giving  a  death-rate 
of  9.2  per  1,000.  The  figures  for  1937  were  159  and  10.1. 

The  Death-Rate  adjusted  for  comparison  with  that  for 
England  and  Wales,  viz.,  11.6,  was  8.3  per  1,000. 

The  causes  of  death  are  detailed  in  Table  IV.,  but  the 
most  important  were  Tuberculosis  7,  Cancer  22,  Apoplexy  1, 
Heart  Disease  52,  and  Violence  9. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  was  again  above  the 
average,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  table  below.

C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i)  Water. — The  District  generally  has  a  sufficient 
supply  of  water,  most  being  obtained  from  private  wells. 
Some  Parishes  have  public  supplies  and  further  details  of 
these  are  given  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  report. 

I  pointed  out  in  my  last  annual  report  that  a  high 
percentage  of  the  water  samples  taken  from  private  wells  in 
the  Parish  of  Stoneleigh  were  found  by  the  Council’s  Analyst 
to  be  “unfit”  or  “doubtful.”  I  am  pleased  to  report  that 
arrangements  have  now  been  made  with  the  Coventry  Corp¬ 
oration  Water  Department  for  the  extension  of  the  mains  to 
the  village. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  sewerage  scheme  for 
the  Parish  of  Whitnash,  which  was  referred  to  in  my  last 
annual  report  is  being  constantly  extended  to  deal  with  the 
considerable  development  taking  place  there. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. — The  Rural  District  is  situated 
in  two  drainage  areas,  the  Severn  and  the  Trent.  The  main 
rivers  are  the  Avon,  the  Learn  and  the  Sowe,  and  there  are 
two  minor  streams,  excluding  small  watercourses,  the  Tach- 
brook  and  Finham  brook. 
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From  the  Report  of  the  Hydrographical  Survey  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  it  seems  that 
there  is  some  pollution  in  the  Avon  Watershed,  but  on  the 
whole  the  position  appears  reasonably  satisfactory. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. — There  has  been  little 

change  during  the  year,  as  would  be  expected  in  a  rural 
district,  but  a  few  existing  houses  have  been  connected  to 
the  sewer.  Most  new  houses  are  provided  with  water  closets 
or  in  a  few  instances  earth  or  chemical  closets.  The  majority 
of  houses  of  the  older  type  have  either  pails  or  privy-middens. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. — Public  cleansing  service  is 
carried  out  in  eight  Parishes  by  direct  labour. 

(iii)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.— The  Sani¬ 
tary  Inspector's  report  gives  a  summary  of  his  inspections. 

(iv)  Shops  and  Offices. — The  Council  are  not  the 
local  authority  responsible  for  the  general  enforcement  of 
the  Shops  Acts,  but  it  is  their  duty  to  enforce  certain  provi¬ 
sions  relating  to  ventilation  and  temperature  of  shops  and  to 
sanitary  conveniences. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
take  action  to  secure  the  maintenance  of  a  reasonable  temp¬ 
erature  at  three  shops.  No  action  regarding  offices  has  been 
necessary. 

(v)  Camping  Sites. —

( b )  Housing  Conditions. 

1.  General  Observations. — The  close  proximity  of  the 
City  of  Coventry  and  the  Boroughs  of  Warwick  and  Leam¬ 
ington  naturally  affect  the  villages  nearby  to  a  marked 
extent,  as  many  of  the  workers  in  these  towns  are  tending 
to  reside  within  the  District.  This  is  most  apparent  in  the 
Stivichall  area  of  Stoneleigh,  Whitnash  and  Cubbington. 
Many  seem  attracted  by  the  prospect  of  “low  rates/’  but 
as  they  immediately  begin  to  demand  essential  services 
commensurate  with  those  of  a  town,  the  Council  are  faced 
with  a  difficult  problem. 

The  major  part  of  the  district  still  retains  its  rural 
characteristics,  and  housing  conditions  are  different  from  the 
areas  previously  referred  to,  which  contains  mainly  modern 
houses. 

2.  Sufficiency  of  Supply  of  Houses. — There  is  still  a 
demand  for  small  houses  in  most  parts  of  the  district,  especially 
from  the  poorer  sections  of  the  community.  The  number  of 
smaller  type  houses  being  built  to  let  are  increasing,  but  the 
rentals  are  of  necessity  higher  than  those  charged  for  Council 
houses. 

3.  Overcrowding. — Statistics  relating  to  the  extent  of 
overcrowding  in  the  district  are  given  elsewhere  and  show 
that  there  has  been  a  small  decrease  during  the  year. 

Approximately  50  houses  would  be  required  to  relieve 
all  the  overcrowding  in  the  district  but  as  they  would  be 
required  in  small  numbers  in  various  parishes,  the  Council 
decided  to  defer  the  building  of  new  houses  until  slum  clear¬ 
ance  operations  are  completed,  so  that  the  total  re-housing 
requirements  of  each  Parish  can.  be  dealt  with  at  the  same  time 

Up-to-date,  the  parishes  of  Whitnash  and  Barford  have 
been  dealt  with  in  this  manner. 

Rehousing  proposals  are  now  under  consideration  for 
the  parishes  of  Bishops  Tachbrook,  Bubbenhall,  Cubbington, 
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Wasperton,  Radford  Semele,  Weston-under- Weatherley  and 
Hunningham.  Contracts  are  being  accepted  shortly  for 
the  parishes  of  Bishops  Tachbrook,  Bubbenhall,  and  Cubbing- 
ton. 

4.  Fitness  of  Houses. — A  survey  of  the  housing  con¬ 
ditions  in  the  district  has  been  continued  during  the  year 
and  so  far  the  following  parishes  have  been  dealt  with  : — 
Whitnash,  Barford,  Bishops  Tachbrook,  Bubbenhall,  Cub- 
bington,  Wasperton,  Radford  Semele,  Weston-under- 
Weatherley,  Hunningham,  Offchurch,  Wappenbury,  Eathorpe, 
Stoneleigh,  Baginton  and  Rowington. 

The  result  of  the  survey  in  the  parishes  of  Whitnash, 
Barford,  Tachbrook,  Bubbenhall  and  Cubbington  was 
given  in  the  annual  report  for  1936,  and  of  Wasperton,  Radford 
Semele,  Wolston  and  Hunningham  in  that  for  1937.

The  parishes  of  Lapworth,  Bushwood,  and  Baddesley 
Clinton  are  now  under  consideration.  Inspections  are  pro¬ 
ceeding  and  the  results  will  be  placed  before  the  Council 
shortly. 

5.  Unhealthy  Areas. — The  following  unhealthy  areas 
have  been  dealt  with  up-to-date  : — 

No.  1  (Whitnash)  Clearance  Areas,  comprising  twelve 
houses.  The  Clearance  Order  was  confirmed  by  the 
Minister  in  May,  1935.  All  the  houses  have  been 
demolished. 

No.  2  (Bar ford)  Clearance  Area,  comprising  four  houses. 
The  Clearance  Order  was  confirmed  in  May,  1936,  the 
houses  have  been  demolished  and  one  new  house 
erected  on  the  site. 

No.  3  (Whitnash)  Clearance  Area,  comprising  eleven 
houses.  The  Clearance  Order  was  confirmed  in  May, 
1936,  and  the  houses  have  now  been  demolished. 

Most  of  the  former  tenants  of  the  houses  in  the  above 
three  areas  have  been  rehoused  in  Council  Houses. 

Nos.  4,  5,  6,  7  and  8  (Bubbenhall)  Clearance  Areas,  com¬ 
prising  a  total  of  twelve  houses.  Confirmation  orders 
in  respect  of  each  of  the  above  Areas  were  made  on 
the  16th  February,  1937,  requiring  the  vacation  of  the 
houses  before  the  4th  November,  1937,  but  as  no 
suitable  accommodation  is  yet  available  for  the 
tenants,  the  houses  remain  occupied.  A  site  for  new 
council  houses  has  been  acquired,  plans  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  and  approved.  Contracts  for  the  erection 
of  new  houses  are  expected  to  be  placed  within  the 
next  three  months.

Confirmation  orders  in  respect  of  each  of  the  above 
areas  were  made  on  27th  April,  1938,  requiring  the 
vacation  of  the  houses  before  19th  December,  1938. 
A  site  has  been  secured  and  boring  for  water  has  been 
commenced. 

Nos.  28  and  29  (W eston-under-W eatherley)  and  No.  30 
(Hunningham)  Clearance  Areas,  comprising  a  total  of 
eight  houses.  Confirmation  orders  in  respect  of  each 
of  the  above  areas  were  made  on  27th  April,  1938, 
requiring  the  vacation  of  the  houses  before  19th 
December,  1938.  A  site  was  provisionally  secured  and 
water  obtained.  The  water  unfortunately  was  unfit 
for  drinking  purposes,  and  the  Council  were  compelled 
to  abandon  the  site  and  commence  negotiations  for 
another. 

Nos.  31,  32  and  33  ( Rowington )  Clearance  Areas,  com¬ 
prising  a  total  of  nine  houses.  Confirmation  orders 
in  respect  of  each  of  the  above  areas  were  made  on 
the  29th  November,  1938,  requiring  the  vacation  of 
the  houses  before  15th  July,  1939. 

Nos.  34  and  35  (Baginton)  Clearance  Areas,  comprising 
a  total  of  ten  houses.  These  areas  were  not  confirmed, 
an  undertaking  that  houses  will  not  be  used  for  human 
habitation  having  been  given  in  respect  of  six  houses, 
which  were  void,  and  a  similar  undertaking  in  respect 
of  the  remaining  four  houses  was  given  when  the  owner 
was  later  invited  to  show  cause  why  Demolition  Orders 
should  not  be  made. 

Nos.  36  and  37  (Stoneleigh)  Clearance  Areas,  comprising 
a  total  of  six  houses.  Confirmation  orders  in  respect 
of  both  of  these  areas  were  made  on  the  29th  Decem¬ 
ber,  1938,  requiring  the  vacation  of  the  houses  before 
the  5th  October,  1939. 
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Nos.  38  and  39  (Wappenbury)  Clearance  Areas,  com¬ 
prising  a  total  of  six  houses.  Confirmation  orders  in 
respect  of  both  of  these  areas  were  made  on  the  29th 
December,  1938,  requiring  the  vacation  of  the  houses 
before  the  5th  October,  1939. 

Byelaws. — No  special  difficulties  have  been  met,  but 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  fresh  Byelaws  will  be 
required. 


E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. — The  position  regarding  the  production  of 
milk  remains  fairly  satisfactory.  Four  new  cowsheds  were 
erected  during  the  year,  and  improvements  were  made  to  some 
of  the  existing  sheds.  There  is  still  room  for  improvement, 
however,  and  I  again  express  the  hope  that  more  producers 
will  take  advantage  of  the  Accredited  Milk  Scheme,  and  that 
some  of  the  older  sheds  will  be  replaced  or,  at  least,  improved. 

Several  farms  have  installed  milking  machines,  and  most 
farms  producing  Accredited  Milk  have  sterilizing  appliances. 

The  County  Council  have  issued  78  licences  to  Accredited 
Producers  in  this  District,  an  increase  of  four  over  last  year, 
and  8  licences  to  producers  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk.

Smallpox.— No  cases  were  notified  during  1938. 

The  Warwick  Joint  Hospital  Board’s  Smallpox  Hospital 
on  the  Fosse  was  kept  in  constant  readiness  for  the  immediate 
admission  of  patients. 
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Public  Health  ( Smallpox )  Regulations,  1917. — The  special 
provisions  of  these  Regulations  were  not  used. 

Diphtheria. — 14  cases  were  notified,  3  at  Whitnash  and 
2  at  Hatton  ;  the  rest  were  distributed  throughout  the 
district. 

There  was  1  death,  and  13  of  the  cases  were  treated  in 
Hospital. 

Immunisation  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the 
Council  for  the  provision  free  of  charge  to  medical  practitioners 
of  material  for  this  purpose,  but  so  far  there  has  been  little 
demand. 

Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  supplied  by  the  Council  for 
poorer  cases,  and  can  be  obtained  free  of  charge  by  doctors 
from  Mellor,  Market  Place,  Warwick  ;  Hutton,  Chemist, 
The  Parade,  Leamington,  and  Wooddisse,  Chemist,  High 
Street,  Kenilworth. 

Scarlet  Fever.— 23  cases  were  notified.  Of  these,  3  each 
occurred  at  Budbrooke  Barracks  and  Whitnash,  and  2  each  at 
Blackdown,  Cubbington  and  Tachbrook,  and  the  remainder 
were  distributed  throughout  the  District.  20  cases  were 
removed  to  Hospital ;  there  were  no  deaths. 

I  have  no  record  of  the  Dick  Test  having  been  used. 

Enteric  Fever. — No  cases  were  notified. 

Pneumonia.— 17  cases  were  notified,  and  there  were  6 
deaths. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. — No  cases  were  notified. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.- — 1  case  was  notified. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — 2  cases  were  notified.

6  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  District  were  due 
to  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  1  to  non-pulmonary  tubercu¬ 
losis. 


Sanatorium. — During  the  year  9  patients  were  admitted 
to  the  Sanatorium,  and  7  were  discharged  ;  none  died. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  has  been  supplied  weekly 
with  lists  of  new  cases  notified. 

Disinfectants  and  sputum  bottles  are  supplied  free 
through  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  cases  where  desirable. 
After  deaths  from  tuberculosis  and  after  removal  of  tubercu¬ 
lous  patients,  when  the  circumstances  require  it,  disinfection 
is  carried  out  by  the  Inspector,  and  the  bedding  removed  to 
the  Warwick  Public  Assistance  Institution  for  steam  dis¬ 
infection. 
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REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  AND 
BUILDING  SURVEYOR. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Oldham  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  third  annual  report. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  the  Health  Department. 
The  preparation  of  nine  clearance  schemes  under  the  Housing  Acts, 
the  extension  of  the  Council’s  cleansing  service,  the  extra  routine 
work  in  connection  with  schemes  of  water  supply  and  sewerage,  the 
rapid  development  of  certain  parts  of  the  district,  and  the  work  in 
connection  with  Air  Raid  Precautions  have  all  added  their  quota  to 
the  general  work  of  the  department. 

It  will  be  noted  elsewhere  that  the  number  of  inspections  under 
the  Housing  Act  and  Public  Health  Act  have  decreased  very  consider¬ 
ably  in  comparison  with  the  previous  year.  The  reason  is  that  the 
temporary  Housing  Inspector  engaged  during  1937  terminated  his 
engagement  on  January  15th  1938,  and  a  successor  was  not  appointed. 
Furthermore,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  left  the  service  of  this  Council  on 
October  9th  and  his  successor  had  not  commenced  duties  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  number  of  inspections  of  new  buildings 
is  considerabley  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  owing  to  the  rapid 
development  taking  place  in  certain  parishes. 


HOUSING. 

The  Housing  conditions  vary  very  considerably.  In  some  parishes, 
there  has  been  a  marked  increase  of  new  houses,  while  in  others  there 
has  been  practically  none.  The  modern  houses  are  fairly  good,  and 
where  there  are  no  public  sewers  the  drainage  is  discharged  with  a 
septic  tank  and  filter  with  an  overflow  into  the  nearest  stream,  or  into 
a  cesspool,  which  has  to  be  periodically  emptied.  There  are  many  old 
houses  in  a  very  poor  condition,  which  are  forming  the  subject  of 
“  Clearance  Areas  ”  or  “  individual  unfit  houses.”  Efforts  have  been 
directed  wherever  possible  to  consider  whether  houses  can  be  made 
fit  with  the  aid  of  a  grant  under  the  Rural  Workers’  Acts.  Many 
other  houses  are  on  the  border  line,  and  it  will  soon  be  a  question 
as  to  whether  they  are  worth  reconditioning.  The  chief  nusiance. 
arise  from  dampness.  The  majority  of  these  houses  are  without 
dampcourses,  and  many  are  constructed  in  only  4 Jin.  brickwork 
Lack  of  suitable  accommodation  for  cooking  and  washing  purposes  is 
a  noticeable  feature  in  many  instances. 


OVERCROWDING. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  extent  of  overcrowding  during 
the  year.  Most  of  the  new  houses  erected  were  for  sale  and  usually 
beyond  the  reach  of  the  families  living  undei  overcrowded  conditions, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  rehousing  schemes  will  shortly  be  commenced  in 
several  parishes  which  will  provide  sufficient  accommodation  to  relieve 
all  the  overcrowding. 

Statistics  relating  to  overcrowding  are  given  elsewhere. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


(a)  Milk  Supply. — There  has  been  an  increase  of  3  in  the  Reg¬ 
istered  Milk  Producers  of  the  district,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  appropriate 
table,  and  4  new  licences  have  been  issued  under  the  Accredited  Milk 
Scheme.  Generally  speaking  the  production  of  milk  is  satisfactory. 
With  few  exceptions  the  producers  are  endeavouring  to  maintain  a 
clean  and  wholesome  supply. 

(b)  Meat. — There  are  5,  Registered  and  2  Licensed  Slaughter¬ 
houses  and  6  Meat  Purveyors’  Shops.  Frequent  visits  have  been  made 
and  all  unsound  meat  found  was  destroyed.  Particulars  are  given 
in  the  body  of  the  Report  under  Inspection  of  Food. 

In  every  case  the  meat  was  surrendered  voluntarily. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

All  premises  have  been  disinfected  after  infectious  disease,  also 
infected  clothing  and  bedding.  After  every  notification  an  inspection 
of  the  premises  and  vicinity  was  made,  together  with  other  inquiries, 
with  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  source  of  the  infection,  or  the  existence 
of  any  nuisance  which  might  be  prejudicial  to  the  health  of  the  inmates. 
The  number  of  premises  disinfected  was  46. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  scavenging  arrangements  on  the  whole  are  not  as  satisfactory 
as  they  could  be,  as  only  eight  out  of  thirty-one  Parishes  have  public 
facilities  for  collection  and  disposal. 

There  is  a  weekly  collection  of  nightsoil  buckets,  a  fortnightly 
collection  of  ashbins,  and  a  quarterly  collection  of  ashpits  and  middens. 
Farm  premises  are  not  included  in  the  service.  In  the  Green  Lane 
area  of  Stoneleigh  Parish  there  is  a  weekly  collection  of  ashbins. 

The  Council’s  Cleansing  Service  by  direct  labour  commenced  on 
1st  April,  1936.  The  method  of  removal  is  by  sanitary  motor  vehicles. 
The  mileage  of  the  vehicles  to  31st  December  was  17,139  miles.  60,385 
ashbins  have  been  emptied,  46,031  pails,  and  446  asphits  and  middens. 

The  method  of  disposal  is  by  tipping  into  disused  sandpits  or  low 
lying  ground.  The  largest  tips,  those  at  Stoneleigh  and  Radford,  are 
“controlled.”  The  remaining  tips,  which  are  all  comparatively  small, 
are  not  covered  to  the  same  extent  owing  to  the  cost  and  lack  of  covering 
material,  but  are  kept  as  tidy  as  possible.  Difficulty  is  experienced  in 
keeping  the  outlying  tips  tidy  owing  to  the  activity  of  certain  people 
who  search  them  foi  odds  and  ends. 

Rats  are  kept  down  by  the  distribution  of  Red  Squill  in  biscuit 
form,  and  by  “  gassing.” 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Generally  speaking  the  district  has  a  sufficient  supply  of  water 
most  being  obtained  from  private  supplies.

The  remaining  parishes  and  also  parts  of  the  above-mentioned 
parishes,  obtain  water  from  private  sources,  usually  wells. 

Plans  for  two  small  water  mains  extension  in  Whitnash  were 
prepared  and  approved. 

73  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis  and  27  for 
bacteriological  examination.  47  of  these  samples  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory,  48  were  reported  as  unfit  for  drinking  purposes  and  5 
of  doubtful  purity.  Sources  from  which  10  of  the  samples  reported 
as  unfit  were  obtained  were  condemned,  and  in  the  remaining  case 
where  samples  were  unfit,  improvements  to  secure  pure  and  whole¬ 
some  supplies  were  effected. 


SEWERAGE. 

There  have  been  several  extensions  to  the  sewers  in  the  Stivichall 
District  of  Stoneleigh  owing  to  the  development  of  the  Stivichall 
Hall  and  Finham  Park  Estates. 

In  all  parts  of  the  District  where  sewerage  facilities  are  available, 
the  usual  maintenance  works  have  been  carried  out. 


NEW  BUILDINGS. 

The  following  Buildings  were  erected  by  private  enterprise  during 
the  year  : — New  houses,  164  ;  Place  of  Worship,  1  ;  Alterations  and 
Garages,  152  ;  Factory  (extension)  1  ;  Miscellaneous,  13. 

Plans,  etc.,  for  four  new  estates,  layouts  were  approved,  comp¬ 
rising  about  800  new  houses,  shops,  etc.,  and  extensions  of  Sewers, 
Water  mains  and  theconstruction  of  new  roads  will  be  necessary. 

Most  of  the  new  houses  were  erected  at  Stoneleigh  and  Whitnash.

All  Filling  Stations  must  be  approved  by  the  Warwickshire 
County  Council  under  their  Byelaws.  All  of  the  existing  licences  have 
been  renewed. 


INSPECTIONS  OF  NEW  BUILDINGS. 

All  buildings  in  course  of  erection  are  frequently  inspected.  In 
addition  to  casual  visits,  separate  inspections  are  made  of  foundations, 
dampcourses,  drains,  and  a  final  survey  before  a  Certificate  of  Occu¬ 
pation  is  granted.  Where  houses  are  not  on  a  public  water  supply, 
samples  are  taken  from  the  proposed  supply,  usually  a  well,  and  a 
favourable  report  must  be  obtained  from  the  Analyst  before  the 
building  is  occupied.
